heen about four million votes in the
United States that are for Hryan
whenever he wants them, Brfnn has
three times received practically half
of all the votes in the United States.
Bryan has had a determining hand in
naming a greater number of pregiden-
tinl candidates than any other one man
in American history, On three ocea-
sions he has named himgelf, In all,
he has determined the Demoeratic
nominee in five campaigns, He has
named the Democratic nominee in ev-
ery presidential contest since 1806, ex-
cept one, Alton B. Parker, who was
nominated in 1904, is the only Denio-
eratic candidate for the presidency in
twenty-five years who was not named
by Mr. Bryan. In 1896 Bryan named
himself, in 1900 he again named him-
self; 1004 was the year in which Par-
ker wos nominated ngainst Bryan's
will: in 1908 Bryun nominated him-
self; in 1912 his dominant purt in the
nomination of Woodrow Wilson was
so universally known and is so recont
that it is fresh in the public memory;
